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vVHAT IS ACCEPABLE TO AN ELONGATED COLLECTER? 

by Lloyd E. Wagaman TEC #33 
Camby, Indiana 

In the past few weeks a classified ad was run in two of the 
leading coin publications. It read in part n 5 beautiful elongated 
cents," and they were priced at 350 each. I of course ordered these 
coins as I'm sure many elongated collectors did. The reaction to 
these coins has been quite varied. Some claim they are a token and 
should not even be advertised under the heading of elongated coins, 
nor should they ever be considered as a part of an elongated col¬ 
lection. 

However I want it to be known that I take an entirely differ¬ 
ent stand on the matter. To me those little pieces are a work of 
art, done in an excellant manner by a master-engraver. At the pre¬ 
sent time I have 91 different of these pieces in my collection. I 
have more on order and hope to obtain a specimen of every die that 
is available. They are a very definate part of my collection and I 
treasure them a lot more than some of my rolled coins. 

I would like to call attention to the Simulated elongateds on 
pages 198 thru 201 of Dows book and also to the Dotties Handshake 
Tokens on page 202 thru 204. These are not even made on coins at 
all. The simulateds are "struck" on blank planchets and the Hand¬ 
shake Tokens are a casting. Yet these pieces seem very well to be 
acceptable to most collectors. 

Its true these new pieces are "die struck", but they are 
struck on a coin that has been previously elongated on a rolling ma¬ 
chine with unengraved rollers. There Is no doubt about it. They 
are definately made from a coin. It has very definately been elong¬ 
ated. In my opinion they are acceptable as an elongated coin. 

It would appear to roe however that the previously accepted def¬ 
inition of an elongated coin should be changed. It has previously 
been accepted that an elongated coin is one that has been "squeezed" 
between two steel rollers, one or both of which has aadesign en¬ 
graved into it and that design is transferred to the coin at the 
same time the coin is "stretched" in length. In fact a coin can be 
elongated without any design. If it is later counter stamped or die 
struck to make it more desirable, it doesn't stop it from being 
elongated. 

I have one coin in my collection that was supposedly elongated 
by being run over by the McKinley funeral train. At least that is 
what the inscription that is engraved on it says. Doeel this engrav¬ 
ing stop this coin from being an acceptable elongated coin to a 
collector. 

Recently, due to complaints the manufacturer of these little 
beauties has changed his ad to read "5 beautiful elongated, die- 
struck cents. It would seem to me that this should eliminate any 
future complaints. If you like them, collect them. If not, just 
pass them by.

A LORDS PRAYER ELONGATED BRACELET by Joe Rakaskas TEC #64 

Paterson, N.J. 

Back in the days between 1935 - 1940 my family visited friends 
of purs, who owned a carrousel in Coney Island. On one of the vis¬ 
its I ran across a Jewelry stand that made rings, bracelets, etc, 
to order, from a variety of materials. What intrigued me was am 
elongating machine that rolled a Lord's Prayer. I questioned the 
owner as to whether he could make a bracelet out of the rolled cent. 
His answer was "No problem at all." 

We made a deal. I had to supply the penny. Then I could roll 
the cent myself for an extra 50 for the use of his machine, which 
also allowed me to use a vibrator type of an engraver. The reason 
for the engraver was to mark the coin with initials, year, or any 
marking I wished so that I would know it was the coin I rolled. I 
put the initials E.R. 1937 on it. The third condition was it would 
cost me 450 to make the bracelet up. The man explained as follows 
(a) he had to punch an oblong hole at each end of the elongated 
cent, (b) he had to process the coin in gold. I don't remember if 
it was a gold wash, or gold plate. No matter what it was, the brace¬ 
let shows no sign of tarnish. Also (c) the chain to be attached 
with a safety catch, then sized for my wifes wrist. All this for 
510. The overall lenght of the coin is 41mm. Length inside dot¬ 
ted border is 39mm. The coin has 96 dots. Are there any TEC members 
who have one like it or similar to it? 


How about all you new members sending in an article for TEC NEWS 
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By Sally Kirka TEC #16 
Manchester, Conn. 

After typing up James Davisson's article, I'd like to say a 
little about exhibiting. I've been chairman of exhibits at many 
shows and have often been judge of exhibits of all kinds. First of 
all I believe in playing fair and follow the rules given me. I make 
sure I go over every exhibit very carefully. I often heard judges 
say, "Oh thats junk" and then they don't bother to follow the rules 
for that exhibit and give the exhibitor low marks. In other words 
some judges will grade you low, because they don't like a certain 
exhibit. I once disqualified a judge for that. I told him if I 
accept an exhibit for our coin show, you follow the rules for all 
the exhibits the same way. I once had a judge give an outstanding 
U.S. gold coin exhibit zero. As chairman of the exhibits and of 
the coin show, I asked two other judges to grade all the exhibits 
over, without telling them anything and this exhibit took the top 
award. 

To exhibit at the A.N.A. convention, you must write as early as 
you can to the exhibit chairman. He will then send you an exhibit 
form to fill out. The ANA will provide you with show cases, if you 
need them. If you have your own special made case, you let the 
chairman know of the size you have. The chairman will then let you 
know if you can use your own case, according to the room they have. 
You can't have anything outside of your cases for a decoration. At a 
convention it will disappear fast. 

At small coin shows or coin clubs, they are not as strict as at 
the big convention shows. The rules we follow at our coin shows are, 
#1 Numismatic information-35 pts., #2 Originality and style- 4-0 pts. 
#3 Condition of material- lOpts., #4 Completeness of series- 10 pts. 
#5 Rarity or value- 5 pts., maximum points total 100 by each judge. 

I cannot speak for the other clubs as each club can make up 
their own rules, or follow the A.N.A. rule guideline. 

One thing is never put your name on your exhibit, as by right, 
judges should not know whose exhibits they are, but in a small club 
they can't help but know, 

I've had to fight hard to even have judges accept my exhibit of 
elongated coins. So I've had to work very hard at trying to make my 
elongated coins stand out. So I work hard on the originality and 
style of the exhibit. There are a lot of themes you can work on. 
Pick one and stick with it. I've also painted a lot of my elongated 
coins which make them stand out. That doesn't mean that you will win. 
It will be a long climb, before judges will really stop to look at 
elongated coins, but keep it up. 

I have won 15 "Best of Shows" with my painted state flags in 
and around Connecticut and received but one point on the same exhi¬ 
bit at the ANA convention, in New Orleans by one judge. I even got 
one point for completeness of series, with 50 elongated state flag 
coins of the 50 states. Now how complete can you get, yet the judge 
gave me one point. This judge sure must have hated elongated coins. 

Last year I exhibited again with a different exhibit of elong¬ 
ated coins and came in second at the ANA convention in Boston. To 
me this meant a lot. I also came in first in TEC. Yes, TEC also 
gives out an award to the best elongated exhibit at the ANA conven¬ 
tion. That is why I want more TEC members to exhibit at the conven¬ 
tion. If you don't win at one, you still have a good chance of win¬ 
ning in TEC. So members get busy and get an exhibit ready for the 
ANA convention. Also get these exhibits in every coin show that you

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THE FRUSTRATION OF ENTERING IN EXHIBIT COMPETITION

In the last issue of TEC NEWS, Eric 
Goodwin wrote an article about entering 
his first exhibit for competition in the 
annual "exhibit night" at the California 
Collectors of Elongateds and coming away 
with first place. I took a third place,

ticle is about my several attempts at several previous contests. As 
a member of California Collectors of Elongateds from its start I en¬ 
tered their first exhibit night contest.

The time 
came for the second contest, so I expanded on everything I could 
think of and entered again with the same results. Now even more 
people asked why I had not placed and I again gave the same answer 
that somewhere I must be low in some category. After the contest I 
happened to be talking to one of the judges and he told me that they 
had to disqualify a fine exhibit, because the name of the exhibitor 
was showing on one of the information sheets. I checked and sure 
enough there it was, I had overlooked my name on the sheet. 

Needless to say, when the next time came to exhibit I went over 
the exhibit to remove all signs of identification and my exhibit 
did win first place. 

In many of Sally Kirka’s articles she has suggested that we en¬ 
ter our exhibits at shows such as the A.N.A. convention, but some¬ 
where I read that there were certain requirements on exhibits. Would

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CLOSED DIES VS DESTROYED DIES by A.A. Rosato TEC #26 

New Milford, Conn. 

As a roller of elongated coins, I had to give serious thoughts 
to the question of what to do with a die after a satisfactory 
amount of coins were rolled. In this writing, I shall explain what 
I have done about destruction of a die and my decision for doing it 
my way. 

Since 1965, during my earlier days of collecting elongateds, I 
often wondered where a certain issue ended. That is, how many were 
rolled in a particular issued elongated and what became of the die. 
My queries to a few rollers resulted in vague answers. They perhaps 
pondered over the same thoughts, but none were specific. It was, 
however noted from time to time, that a die was "canceled” at a 
coin show or that a die was accidently damaged or broken, thus end¬ 
ing that elongated issued variety. No where was it ever heard that 
a die was deliberately destroyed. It was not until months later 
that some thoughts of destroying dies began to be on the minds of 
many collectors and for almost a year after he began to roll his 
own issues, I honestly believe Lloyd Wagaman was the first to actu¬ 
ally destroy his dies in total. However before he did, the dies 
were defaced with criss-cross lines or to that effect and then a 
few coins were rolled to indicate a final proof that the die was 
destroyed with these specimens. Lloyd was sincere in this applica¬ 
tion or method to protect the collector and with the destroyed die 
specimen, he was satisfied and it certainly finalized the die issue. 
Tragically, and in my opinion, while he made these "proof" specimen, 
he did create another variety. These were and still are very much 
sought after. Just as canceled die specimens for silver bars in to¬ 
days popular silver bar collecting. It must be however stated, that 
these "proof" specimens were never sold or listed. Most were trad¬ 
ed among the rollers. Some other rollers then followed this prac¬ 
tice of destroying dies and with this, collectors who owned certain 
issues were now fully protected. All of us who collect elongateds 
must admire these rollers for their efforts to establish a destroy¬ 
ed die. They did something about it to show a series or issue was 
ended. 

For months on end and as a roller who believed and preached 
"limited issues", I was very pessimistic over the idea of fully des¬ 
troying a die. With this pestilential thought hovering over me, I 
simply was at a stand-still. It became more and more a controver¬ 
sial matter within a group of rollers. Ideas were formulated, in 
that dies could be destroyed in several ways. To name them all 
would take a chapter to do so. To cite one we all must have heard 
many times, was to embed the die in plastic lucite. We won't hash 
out why this is not a solution to protest an ending issue. At best 
this idea merely protected the die. 

Most rollers do want to preserve their dies. There are numer¬ 
ous reasons why they don't wish to destroy dies and this would take 
another chapter to explain. There has however been a small attempt 
in the past to try and get the rollers together in one thought 
about the destroyed die matter. Nothing became of it because most 
rollers are very reluctant to destroy a die in total. 

In my obstinance, I personally felt too that dies are not to be 
destroyed. Thus, I shall now express ray views and how I decided to 
handle the matter of protecting a "limited issue" or end an issued 
variety and still not destroy the die. 

More recently, most of us have heard the terminology "closed 
dies", or a mention that a certain issue has a "closed die Mid".

What this has meant up to now could very well have several meanings. 

A defaced die (called "canceled"), a damaged or broken die, a ground 
down die hub and or, a totally destroyed die. As I see it, the de¬ 
finition of the term "closed die" in effect, is not specific in 

that it does not state which catagory the die is in. I firmly feel 

that a destroyed die so called, should be defined in each of the 

following, (a) Canceled Die (defaced), (b) Damaged Die, (c) Broken 
Die, (d) Destroyed Die (totalled out), (e) Closed Die. 

My selection for most of my dies has been the "Closed Die", 
since I will never destroy my dies. I often ponder over the beauty 
of the many reversed engravings, especially those I hand engraved. 
Also I feel the dies are part of my elongated collection. Truly a 
collection of its own. I protect each with a cosmetic coating when 
I have decided to close the issue it was used to roll. Before the 
coating, I select a part of the engraved design on the die and then 
proceed to re-engrave part of its own design thereby adding to the 
already exsisting design. This I have termed as "Progressive Single 
Die" engraving. More about this term in another writing I hope to 
do some day, so you can understand it better. Once I have added the 
subsequent engraving, this immediately protects the previously 
rolled issue with this small change in the die. Upon this, I coat 
the die and store it away. Not a single coin is rolled after the 
re-engraving. If I did, then obviously this would stir up a new 
variety. Again I state, not a single specimen is rolled. What I 
have done in effect, is to close the previously rolled issues, pro¬ 
tecting those who possess the elongated made from the die before 
its new additional engraving. In essence, a protective measure 
against any future rolling and destroying the chance that a re-roll 
could be made later of that variety ever again. In this manner the 
die and the beauty of the engraving thereon remain intact. No de¬ 
facement! No destruction! Should I give up the dies (which is not 
my plan, as I hope to have them rest in a local museum), or anothar 
roller acquires the dies, it does not matter if he decides to roll. 
All that could happen is he will have rolled a subsequent variety. 
The original version already protected by the re-engravement. Thus, 
this is my way in protecting a "Closed Die" issue to all those who 
possess any of my issued elongateds. 

In conclusion, it reminds me of an early acquisition of an 
elongated made by a roller, who will be long remembered in the arena 
of elongateds, and who is no longer with us. When I received it, 
only a very few were made. His equipment and dies are now in the 
possession of a new owner. There has been a recent release of "re¬ 
rolls" from the dies that issued elongateds way back in 1968. As 
already stated, of some only a few were made. And since no protec¬ 
tive steps were provided, we now have a re-run of those earlier 
rollings which definately devaluates my earlier specimen. The only 
value that I can attach to mine now is that it was rolled by the 
original owner and good friend, ’Hank* Blaha. Only problem now, how 
do I go about proving he actually rolled the specimen I have! Roll¬ 
ers all, this is food for thought and certainly worthy of serious 
consideration to protect the collector. Remember, without then we 
would not be rollers.

I WALK WITH THE PRESIDENTS by Joe Rakaskas TEC #64 

Paterson, N.J. 

Rather aa ambiguous statement. What presidents? Well in my 
case the presidents of the U.S.A. How come? Well it so happens I 
have this cane. What cane? The cane that has all thirty seven pres- 
dents on elongated coins attached to it. Where did I get it? I made 
it. Enough of this, lets get to the facts regarding cane and this 
article. 

In addition to elongated coins, I do oil painting and wood 
sculpture carving as hobbies. In fact the last two hobbies have 
been with me many, many years before the elongated coins. 

Having made many canes, I thought I would try something dif¬ 
ferent, elongated coins. Checking my duplicates I found that I had 
more than enough of all the presidents to make a cane. Now the 
problem was to come up with a design to fit all 37 presidents on a 
cane 36 inches in length. All the canes I make are made of ASH 
wood, the same kind of wood used in making baseball bats. 

The cane is l£" in diameter at the top, tapering down to 3/4” 
at the bottom. I carved a spread eagle 3i" from top on opposite 
sides of cane, between eagles on one side U.S.A. - other side PRES¬ 
IDENTS. Under U.S.A. I carved THE LIBERTY BELL, then on the oppo¬ 
site side under PRESIDENTS, THE LIBERTY BELL. Between carving PRES¬ 
IDENTS and THE LIBERTY BELL I superimposed my TEC elongated coin. 
(Rolled by Dottie Dow) This reads as follows, The Elongated Col¬ 
lector, TEC Pounded Aug. 20, 1966, Jos. Rakaskas (engraved) #64. 
Starting at the bottom of THE LIBERTY BELL under U.S.A., I carved a 
rope from opposite sides of cane criss crossing to bottom of cane. 

In the space that formed my criss crossed rope I superimposed 
the elongated coins. Starting at the first space formed by ropes, 
I put 1st president GEORGE WASHINGTON, then on opposite side of 
cane in space formed by ropes, the 2nd president, JOHN ADAMS. This 
order was followed going from one side to the other, ending with 
the 37th president RICHARD M. NIXON. 

The cane has 38 coins. Each coin had to be bent to conform to 
shape of cane. Each coin has a small hole at each end of coin, so 
that each coin is held in place with screws to prevent loss. I also 
attached a rawhide thong 4" from the top, which has a loop on the 
end that I slip my wrist through.

Two old rolled out coins, which happened to be in a very snail 
box of foreign minor coins I once purchased, was my introduction to 
elongated coins* After deciding to collect them, I looked for more 
at coin shops, bourse tables at coin shows and coin club meetings. 
I really didn't have any success there. Finally I found a little 
jewel, my third acquisition for my collection. I got it from an 
antique dealer at a flea market. It is one of the aluminum McKinley 
assassination pieces. On the obverse is the beautifully rendered 
Palace of Music of the 1901 Pan-Am-Expo. The reverse reveals the 
grim facts. Building in which, President McKinley was shot Sept. 6 
1901, died Sept. 14, 1901, Buffalo, N.Y. 

What fun it was to run across such an historical elongated. 

The following month I attended the same flea market and went 
to the table of the same dealer. There were no elongated coins in 
his case, but I did spy an interesting token, which he let me have 
for practically nothing. It is a dime sized aluminum round piece 
encased within a gold (pot metal) star with a loop for hanging. 
I've been told it is a military token. The aluminum token itself 
depicts a marvelous sailing ship with smoke billowing and the words 
"Remember the Maine". On the reverse is the Cuban flag with the 
words 'Cuba Must Be Free'. 

Being as the tragic battleship Maine incident happened during 
McKinley's tenure as president, could the elongated coin have been 
rolled from any of the aluminum tokens? Being as I bought both the 
elongated and the token from the same antique dealer who special¬ 
izes in buying up entire estates, could my token and elongated coin 
have once belonged to the same person who perhaps may have collect¬ 
ed related material? Being as I do not have access to the Dow book 
I wonder what listing my McKinley elongated coin has? Chances are 
the first two questions will never be answered, but I'm sure the 
last question eventually will be answered. 


ELONGATE BORDERS by C. Meccarello TEC #40

Elongate borders, what do they tell you about an elongate? 
Collectors, have you ever given a thought to a elongated border and 
what it could tell you? Lets take the first elongates made in the 
1800 to the 1893 period, these were truly elongates without a border. 
Then between 1893 and 1900 a rolled border was used. Manjr elongates 
of this time were made with this border. Then in the 1920s we had a 
rolled border and a denticle border. Many, many elongates were roll¬ 
ed with these two borders. As years went by a dotted and roped type 
border appeared on most elongates in the 1920 to 1940 period. 

As should be noted in between these years borders have been 
mixed of all these types. Then we go from the 40s to date. We have 
Luchtmans popular wavy pattern, C7 with their C7 borders, the Mec¬ 
carello 's M.M.M. borders and Don Adams with his thin line border. We 
have dot borders,, hair line borders, initial borders, plain no bor¬ 
ders, small dot, large dot and many, many variations of borders. 

So collectors it may well be worth to spend a little time to 
inspect the borders on your elongates as these can surely help tp 
tell you when your elongates were rolled. You must remember this- 
border or no border, what better hobby than elongates

Not all of us have been fortunate enough to attend a World’s 
Pair. We have heard others tell of the sights, the fun and all the 
treasures they brought home. It is almost a once in a life time ex¬ 
perience. 

My one and only time to attend was the Heraisfair World’s Pair 
in San Antonio, Texas in 1968. The city of San Antonio turned one of 
the run down slum areas of the city, into a fairy land. Blocks and 
blocks of old buildings were tom down and in their place huge mod¬ 
ern buildings were erected, streets paved, trees and shrubs plant¬ 
ed and all sorts of lights set. It was like a city of its own. 
Pine exhibits were housed in special designed buildings from many 
foreign countries as well as the United States. None surpassed the 
Texas Pavillion, but one from Mexico was most interesting. 

Not too many elongateds were issued for this event or at least 
not enough to satisfy the collectors. The most noted was one show¬ 
ing a dove of peace sitting by a closed door. The Space Needle, 
Alamo and Lone Star were popular designs. Peace was the theme of 
many of the exhibits, along with the culture from other countries. 

As I thumb through my collection I notice most World's Pair 
elongated coins show architecture of the era when they were held. 
Prom St. Louis, Missouri, 1904 a coin showing the "Festival Hall 
and "Central Cascades" was issued. It had very large beads around 
the rim. Since this time, most rollers have kept to small beads or 
plain rims. Chicago, Illinois will be remembered by the coin show¬ 
ing the "Skyride of a high rise bridge". The engraving is beautiful 
and the rim Is plain. This was in 1933. 

In 1939 New York held a World's Pair and from this event came 
a coin, "The World of Tomorrow". This was about the time some peo¬ 
ple were thinking of the space program. Most doubted it would be 
more than a dream. In 1962 Seattle, Washington, hosted another 
World's Pair. Things were really going for the space age by then. 
High rise architecture was found on elongated coins, medals and to¬ 
kens, Issued by the different exhibitors. All very nice. 1964-1965 
brought another fair from New York. This one had elongated coins 
Bhowing buildings housing many of the automotive exhibits, from 
Ford and General Motors and beautiful coins showing a religious 
theme and scientific accomplisments. Many had pictures of the 
Unisphere and small beads for the border. We wonder what the next 
fair will bring, but know the collectors will welcome any and all 
elongated coins issued to commemorate it.

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YOU CAN HELP YOUR CLUB by Lloyd E. Wagaaan TEC #33

To have a successful club of any kind requires members that 
are workers. TEC has been blessed by having several good workers. 
We could not be enjoying our present success without them. When I 
speak of workers I am not specifically thinking of the officers and 
Board of Governors. These people are expected to be outstanding 
workers and any officer or board member that doesn't give freely of 
his time and knowledge for the good of the club is not an asset, 
but a liability. 

This article is concerned primarily with Mr. or Mrs. Average 
Member. To the member with a strong interest in collecting elong¬ 
ated coins, who scans the ads in all the publications seeking to 
obtain a new elongated coin to enchance their collection. To that 
same member who goes to coin or antique shows or flea markets in 
search of a needed elongated coin. To that same member that so 
eagerly looks forward to the day when their TEC NEWS is delivered 
and when it finally arrives, they find they just can't lay it down 
until it has been read from cover to cover. 

I wonder how many members have ever really given a thought to 
how much time has been spent to bring a TEC NEWS to them every 
three months. First I would think that every published article 
would require at least half hour, or up to several hours of the 
writers time. Now bear in mind that all these people that write 
these articles are just average people who have a living to earn, 
the same as you and I. Their writing or other club activities must 
be done in the few hours of spare time after their days work, or on 
their weekends. Then there is the time spent by the editor and her 
able assistant. Each article and notice is typed a minimum of three 
times. This is necessary to pre-determine the amount of space that 
will be required and also so the finished copy will have the nice 
margin on the right side as well as the left. Then it is necessary 
to determine which page gets what article, ad or notice. For ex¬ 
ample, if one article fills up 5/8 of a page, they will try to fin¬ 
ish out that page with a shorter article, ad or notice that would 
require the other 3/8 of a page. Sometimes this isn't as simple as 
it might sound. Then when the copy is finally finished it must be 
taken to the printer and when printed, it must be picked up and 
taken to the editors home. Then all the pages must be assembled in 
proper page sequence and each copy is triple stapled. No it isn't 
finished yet. Each copy has to be inserted into the large brown 
envelopes and each of these envelopes must have the return address 
stamped on it and must also be addressed and stamped. With close to 
300 paid members this is quite a job and requires a lot of time. 
Aren't we fortunate to have an editor that works for free. 

The reason for me writing this article is to appeal to those 
members that have never written us an article. If there is some¬ 
thing TEC is or is not doing that you don't particularly like, 
write about it in an article. Perhaps we can correct the situation 
and make it more to your liking. If you particularly like something 
we are doing, write an article about it. It will certainly make the 
person involved with it feel good and no doubt the other members 
will appreciate hearing your reasoning. Also any article concerning 
your activities with elongated coins would be most welcome. You 
could write about a display at the local coin show, or perhaps you 
were a speaker or showed slides on elongateds at a coin club meeting.
